James V. Carmichael, Cobb county attorney, 
yesterday introduced Ellis Arnall to a crowded 
courtroom at Marietta, Ga. 

Mr. Carmichael spoke, not as an unsuccess- 
ful candidate for office bearing a grudge. 

He spoke as a private citizen and a patriotic 
citizen interested in the University and in the 
future of the state. 

He spoke as a man well-known to the poli- 
tics of the state. It was he who headed the 
economy committee of the house which in- 
vestigated state expenditures during the Rivers 
administration. No young man has a finer 
reputation than James Carmichael. 

He said, of that investigation, that Ellis 
Arnall, as attorney general, gave this investi- 
gating committee his whole-hearted co-opera- 
tion.

ATTACK ON DEFEATISM WASHINGTON, July 27.—In 


returning indictments against 

the 28 conspirators who are charged with undermining the loyalty, 

morale and discipline of American armed forces, the Department of 

Justice has done a splendid job toward ridding the country of the 
vermin press which has been shouting defeat- 
ism under a cloak of patriotism before and 
since Pearl! Harbor. 

Nothing could have a better effect than for 
the whole caboodle of them to be sent to jail 
for the maximum sentence permitted under the 
law. 

In utter disregard of the national war peril, 
these 28 offenders—little men with warped 
minds—have been preaching disunity and 
doubt for months. Mostly rattlebrains and 
crackpots, they have not hesitated to stoop to 
any device to cast reflection on our war aims 
and government leaders, 

Individually they do not amount to a hill of 
beans, but collectively their verminous little 
sheets reached the homes of thousands of 
American citizens, spreading doubt and encour- 
aging national disunity. Not all of them were 
known beyond the borders of their own states. 

Others like Father Coughlin, who escaped indictment; William Dud- 
ley Pelley, of Indiana, and the Garners and Winrods, of Kansas, 
had a national following of sorts. ° 

Attorney General Biddle was reluctant to prosecute them at 
first. He was leaning over backward to preserve constitutional 
guarantees of a free press. But his réluctance was only taken as 
a license to further overstep the bolinds of common decency and 
patriotism, so that in the end he was compelfed to act. 

Now practically the entire lot of them have been indicted for 
conspiracy and have been thrown into jail awaiting trial. 

The only pity of it is that the 


CLEAN SWEEP NEEDED 
department did not make a 


clean sweep of the job at one time. Three of the prime offenders 
were permitted to escane—Representative Ham Fish, of New York; 
Representative Clare Hoffman, of Michigan, and Father Coughlin. 

Fish and Hoffman, both of whom were investigated by the grand 
jury, were omitted through the personal intervention of Attorney 
General Biddle, according to highly reliable reports. He was not 
certain of being able to gain convictions from the evidence avail- 
able and did not want to take a chance on making martyrs of them. 

As regards Coughlin, a politico-priest who has filled the Ameri- 
can air waves with haywire utterances for a decade, a slightly 
different situation prevailed. It is not generally known, but after 
the investigation got under way President Roosevelt received a per- 
sonal communication from Bishop Mooney, Coughlin’s superior, 
asking that disciplining of the offending priest be left to the Cath- 
olic Church, which is supposed to. be taking measures of its own, 

An interesting feature of the indictments handed down here is 
that, although Fish and Hoffman were not named, the grand jury 
quoted passages from an alleged seditious speech made on the floor 
of the house by Hoffman—the Judas speech which was widely dis- 
tributed by subversive organizations—and listed an organization 
head by Fish as among those furthering the conspiracy—the Na- 
tional Committee to Keep America Out of Foreign Wars. 

Having condemned their actions and affiliations, it is difficult to 
see why indictments would not have been in order. But perhaps 
Attorney General Biddle was right. Prosecutions without the cer- 
tainty of convictions would only have made heroes of the two con- 


gressmen. 
TYPE OF APPEAL Because of the limited circulation of the 

verminous little sheets published by 
many of those indicted, the public may be unable to sense the low 
quality of their offense. Here are some of the excerpts as taken 
from the grand jury citation—all of them utterly assinine and amaz- 
ingly brazen in their appeal to popular prejudice against the war 
effort: 

“The war now raging... is a dishonest war waged at the ex- 
pense and measured in blood and dollars of the people of the United 
States solely for the benefit of . .. world domination by ‘Inter- 
national Jewry-Organized Finance,’ ‘British-American Capitalists,’ 
‘British Imperialists,’ ‘International Bankers’... and other groups 
opposed to our republican form of government.” 

“The people of the United States are being forced by dishonest, 
corrupt, and traitorous public officials to finance a war against 
nations and people who are friendly to the United States and who 
have no aggressive designs upon the United States.” 

“The Japanese attack upon Pearl Harbor was 
Great Britain.” 

“The war with Japan was provoked deliberately by officials of 
the United States government as a means of enabling them to seize 
permanent control of the government .. . under the guise of mili- 
tary necessity.”

Know-How Is Worthless Without 


The Will to Do and Never Quit 
By ROBERT QUILLEN. 


Every amateur thinks for himself has a pet for 
winning the war, and many have sent their brain-children to Wache- 
ington; but in the meantime the professionals have demonstrated a 
method of winning and proved its effectiveness beyond question. 

The Germans, as usual, did it first. When they began the “Bat- 
tle of Britain” with mass bombings that pulverized cities, it was 
apparent to everybody that the war would end quickly in a Ger- 
man victory if they could keep it up. 

If they could destroy one city in one night, finishing the job was 
only a matter of time and mathematics. It couldn’t fail. 

It did fail—for several reasons. Not realizing what they had, 
the Germans repeated the mistake they made when they intro- 
duced poison gas in the other war. They were not prepared to 
finish the job. 

Their own hatefulness helped defeated them, for they wasted 
bombs on civilian centers instead of concentrating on military 
works. 

Finally, they underestimated the effectiveness of England's Spit- 
fires and did not build thefr survive combat. They 
Jost as high as one plane in four. 

But they proved beyond debate that mass bombing 
stroy an enemys industrial cities, and thus stop production and 
tie up transportation. If they could have maintained the pace at 
which they began, England would have been virtually helpless in 
two months. 

The RAF gave the second demonstration when 1.200 or so planes 
made rubble of Cologne, in one night’s work. Again it was 
vious that if one city could be destroyed in ome night, finishing the 
job was only a matter of Keeping at it.
